into college. It w asn’t so m a n y 
years ago that the m ore gloomy 
prophets were claiming that the 
states and 
cities

would never be able to pay for the 
extra g ram m ar school and h i g h

The story in the Ronealli family 
is that the old man held out the 
newly christened infant

arm s and said: “ This child will be­ 
come a priest.” 
Years later, upon the proclam a­ 
tion that Cardinal Ronealli 
had 
been chosen suprem e pontiff, his 
brother Alfredo exclaimed: “ With 
all the priests they get from this 
area it had to happen som etim e.” 
In the 1500s Martino Ronealli had 
brought his family down from the 
high mountains to the edge of Sot­ 
to ii Monte — present population 
1.800 He drained a bog below the 
hill, built a small home and tilled 
the reclaimed fields as a tenant 
of a wealthy landowner. 


His descendants did the same 
Angelo Ronealli was the third of 13 
children born to peasant farm er 
Giovanni Battista Ronealli.

THUMB POSITIONS on tho 
club are important. When the 
left thumb is placed along the 
shaft, as part of Ute Overlap­ 
ping Gnp, it forces the player 
into something of a steering or 
jabbing technique. 
Only when the thumb goes 
around the shaft as part of the 
Interlocking Grip can the play­ 
er produce a completely true 
swinging action. 
The negative and positive na­ 
tures of steering and swinging 
techniques have not been prop­ 
erly recognized owing to long 
standing prejudices and the cus­ 
tom of calling crude hacking at 
tile ball, a “Swung.” 
“Why do most pros keep the 
left thumb along the shaft?” 
Mainly because they are gov­ 
erned by precedent. 
Despite 
this the best players have found 
it better to place the left thumb 
more on the right side of the 
shaft and to lessen its pressure 
against the club. But the left 
hand still lacks the full free­ 
dom needed for true swinging 
action.
